or of I he nation and maintain its rights 
deprived us at an early stage of the ele- 
nu'iiis required for continuing the war. 


"The bravery of our soldiers and sai- 


lors proved insufficient, as did the ralm 
attitude of the nation, ever ready to 
'shed its bloud and sacrifice Us resour- 
ces for the honor of the Spanish flag. 
- "Separated by wide seas from the ter- 
ritories it was. our object to protect, and 
these territories being closely block- 
aded, so ttiat our few remaining ships 
could not reach them, her majesty's 
government has been compelled to ad- 
mit the bitter truth, that an end must 
be put tn the war. 


"The sense of responsibility entailed 


l)y the preliminary peace negotiations 
haO weighed heavily on the govern- 
ment. 
Notwithstanding it fully appre- 


ciated its duty towards the country, 
the government has had to consent to 
these preliminary negotiations and to 
bow to the cruel sacrifices imposed by 
sheer necessity. 


"For this reason and because peace 


must be purchased at the cost of a 
cession of territory and the abandon- 
ment of sovereign rights, the govern- 
ment has thought It expedient to sound 
the Cortes before concluding the treaty, 
their ratification of which will be duly 
lotifled to both chambers In accordance 
with constitutional law. 


"The government submits lo the Cor- 


tes the following hill whose first and 
only article is: 


The government Is authorized to re- 


nounce rights of sovereignty and to 
cede territory In the Spanish colonies In 
accordance 
with the 
preliminaries 


agreed upon with the government o( 
the United States of America.

that he examined stock at

carloads which were refused shipment 
East. The cattle were then turned out 
on the lew lands along Kinga river, 
where a great many of them died. 
When driven on the stubble fields near 
Sanger the ticks fell off and the klne 
began to improve. 


J. H. Bird had 180 head of cattle near 


Kingston on the Grant, where TS of 
them died. 
He removed the remain- 


der to Sanger, on the cast side of the 
river, where a great many more suc- 
cumbed to the fever. 
Hud Burlelgh 


bought 28 head of the hand and 5 of 
them died. 


The inspector visited Sanger six 


times to Investigate the Texas fever. 
Several horses and mules which were 
old and poor were found to have died 
from the disease. The inspector states 
that he never before knew ot horses or 
mules to die of the fever. 


"Texas fever." continued the veter- 


inarian, "seems to be spreading more 
every year. 
Stock from other coun- 


ties should not be brought into Fresno 
county without first being Inspected. 
Stock should not be moved from af- 
fected districts into districts free from 
the risease. A strict quadantlne should 
be enforced, and the legislature should 
make laws to prevent the spreading of 
the contagion. 
There is no other in- 


dustry that requires protection so 
much as the slock industry of this 
county, and there is none so much neg- 
lected-"

glanders and killed.

all found to be In good condition.

E. M. Augustine Takes 


Much Property. 


Thought He Knew the Law, and 


Is Now in 


Jail. 


Monday afternoon, Manuel Macedo, 


a. Portuguese entered Justice Austin's 
court and told a pitiful story as to how 
he had been robbed by a countryman. 
E. M. Aufiustine, he said, had come to 
his place, scared him out of his wits 
and then drove away with a herd of 
horses belonging to him. 
Not only this 


but the impudent Augustine promised 
to return on the afternoon of the same 
day and take away his plows and com- 
bined harvester. 
He, being a peace- 


able man, had allowed his countryman 
to take the horses away with Impunity, 
but thought it time to call a halt when 
the man declared his intention to take 
possession of the harvester and plows 
as well as the horses. 


Justice Austin issued a warrant for 


Augustine's arrest and Constable Shaw 
served the warrant yesterday. 
The 


prisoner was around town during the 
afternoon trying to find bondsmen, but 
up to a late hour had not succeeded. 


The arrest of Augustine, it seems, 


is the result of some misunderstanding. 
About a year ago Joseph Dins, another 
Portugese had a quarrel with his wife 
and abandoned her, going back to Por- 
tugal. 
Before departing he sold his; 


personal property to Manuel ilaccdo. j 
The latter has been in possession of the I 
property for over a year.

About a month ngo the abandoned 


wife of Dias came to the home of Ma- 
cedo and nslcetl to be allowed io do the 
household work. 
She was taken In, 


but It wns stipulated that she was to 
receive only her board as compensation. 


The man named Augustine paid fre- 


quent visits to the wcinan while she 
remained at the home of Macedo.

f«w days ago she left and shortly after- 
wards Augustine came to the place and 


ifonred Macedo that lie intended to 


take away the property that originally 
belonged to Dins. 
He stated that he 


hafl a decree of court authorizing»hlm 
to do so. 
Macedo at first refused to 


lei Augustine have the property, but 
when the latter used violent language 
and threatened his life he no Conger 
persisted in his refusal. 


Augustine, it Is understood, poses as 


a sort of. legal light among his coun- 
trymen. 
He persuaded the Dias wo- 


man that the personal property which 
her former husband sold to Macedo was 
community property and that, therefore 
the transaction was Illegal and she 
might recover her share in the estate 
notwithstanding it had been in Mace- 
do's possession for more than a year. 


Thc woman was easily convinced 


and authorized Augustine to act as her 
agent in the matter. The latter think- 
ing he could intimidate Macedo easily, 
did not even take the trouble to look 
the matter up in the courts, but took 
possession of the property by foroe. 


It is not known whether or not Au- 


gustine took the property with crim- 
inal intent.

They then called in Drs. Gcbhart and 
Hawkins, hut even the medical mei 
could do nothing for the sick man.

Sunday morning Savage visited the 


drug store at Hcedley and purchased 
fifteen grains of morphine. 
The drug- 


gist asked Kim if he had a prescription 
and he replied that be had not, but sta- 
ted that he had always bought the stufl 
without a prescription. 
He 
assured 


the druggist that he had used mor- 
phine for a number of years and un 
derstood how to handle it. 
Upon this 


assurance the druggist, W. W. Gre 
gave Savage the morphine. 


In the dead man's room was found a 


portion of the drug purchased of Mr 
Greene. 
Only five grains remained in 


the bottle, showing that Savage 
taken ten grains. 
This is the phase o 


the story that lends strength to th 
suir.icie theory. 
The man had statec 


that he understood ihe use of morphine 
but no sane person who Is in. the leas' 
acquainted with the drug would thin 
of taking ten grains, unless for the pur 
pose of committins suicide. 
If he lie 


to the druggist and was not addicted t 
the use of the drug, there Is no reaso 
why he should have taken so large 
dose or indeed any dose at all, for h 
was not nuftering pain nor a victim, o 
insomnia. 


At the coroner's inquest nothing 


adduced to show that the deceased ha 
committed suicide. 
His conduct prlr 


to his going to bed was perfectly nal 
ural. 
He said nothing and did noth 


ing to indicate that he contemplate 
suicide.

Feasibility of the Project.
